"What's the matter with Old 
McGlU?" might well describe the 
forthcoming debate on Tuesday 
night in the McGill Union Ball- 
room. At this fourth session of the 
Model Parliament the Labor Pro- 
gressives will present a bill favor- 
■ ing the immediate nationalization 
of McGill University. Liberals will 
lead the opposition In a discussion 
that will probably sec all the faults 
of the present system exposed and 
a completely new line of attack 
on educational problems , presented 
by the Labor Progressives; 

The L:P.P. assert that most stu- 
dents can attend university only if 
the government provides the neces- 
sary funds and therefore the gov- 
ernment should control the^whole 
university. . ^Jti!^^;^,/ 

. The session which starts 'at eight 
o'clock will see the C.Ç.V. and 
Progressive Conservative ' parties 
occupying the opposition benches. 
The Progressive Conservatives have 
submitted an amendment whclh, 
while endorsing \ state-controlled 
education an^ seeking equareduea* 
tlonal opportunities for Canadian 
youth and permitting the continu- 
ance of McGill as a private institu- 
tion, declares their "lack of con- 
fidence in the L.P.P. Government 
to carry out state controUtd.cduca- 
tlon In a truly democratic' inahner.;' 

A Liberal amendment is also ex- 
peclud; and ''the3r>are>meetlog>ioda}^ 
at one o'clock to prepare the final 
draft. They charge that the bill does; 
not consider the vital factors under- 
lying higher, educational, policy 
such as minority rights,. geographic* 
al grouping and differing cultural 
heritage.

The Cup is given in memory of 
Talbot Mercier Papineau, graduate 
In arts and law, who went to Ox- 
ford as a Rhodes Scholar. He was 
killed In octlon In the . battle of 
Paschendale In 1017. The Cup was 
presented in 1035 and was contest- 
ed for annually until 1931).

Frederlckton, Feb. 9.— An aroused 
and indignant Students Represen- 
tative council, meeting Wednesday, 
discussed at length the^ recent 
Frederick City PoAoe treatment of 
one of the- University ot< New 
Brunswick [student' body; The vic- 
tim was Andy Fleming, Sophomore 
Class President. 

Fleming, a/veteran of live years' 
service In the Canadian. Infantry 
was returning from the Veteran's 
Formal at approximately. 2-30 Sat- 
urday morning and was standing 
behind his own car when three 
members of the : city police ap- 
proached him and placed him un- 
der arrest. Fleming stated his de- 
sire to return his escort to her 



home, before being taken to Jail. In 
the ensuing argument he was 
knocked down and struck on the 
head , at least three times during 
which time he' lost consciousness. 

'Taken to' 'the city Jail, Fleming, 
was placed in a cell in handcuffs. 
His requests for first aid were 
denied, and he was kept in the cell 
without food or water until he was 
released oni)ayment of 28 dollars 
at eleven o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing, He Is now In Victoria Public 
Hospital suffering from an ear In- 
Jury and possible fracture. 

The President of the University, 
Dr. Gregg, told a student In- 
vestigating committee that he had 
laid the whole affair before the At- 
torney • General of the Province. 



Censors' Ban of French Film 
Creates Diplomatic Situation 



Montreal's two . universities are 
having thelr.film.troubles. Hard oii 
the heels, of the theft of the cancer 
film at McGill comes news of the 
censoring of a film at 'the Univer- 
sity., of Montreal -with possible 
diplomatic repercussions. 

The incident ocurred last Friday 
night at the University of Montreal 
during the "gala" celebrations. Part 
of the program, which included a 
banquet and a ball, was the show- 
ing of a prize winning French film, 
"Les Enfants du Paradis," lent by 
the government of France and 
flown over specially for the occa*. 
slon. On Friday, the' Quebec Cen- 
sorship Bureau demanded to see 
the film although it was to have 
a non-commercial showing. It was 
submitted and the Censorship 
Board refused to allow it to be 
shown.

seems to be that one of the charac- 
ters who commits a crime is<not 
punished for his sin. 

At the "Gala" in Friday night, 
the presMent of the Student's Ex- 
ecutive Council, Bernard Laram- 
mee, announced that the film had 
been censored and that in its place 
another film' VLe Sortilege'.', would 
besj^own.,'. . 

" Mr.'rRene 'de Messière,'.the Cul- 
tural ' Counsellor of France, was 
present at the affair and after the 
announcement was made, he leff 
and refused to attend the showing 
of., the .substitute film. He ,latei 
explained to the rector, of the uni- 
versity that tils protiest was not 
directed against the university but 
solely, against the Provincial Gov- 
ernment and Its functionaries. He 
considered the incident a direct

UBC Leader 
Accepts Post 
On NFCUS

Hamilton— Dr. N. A. M. Macken- 
zie, presld'ent of the University of 
British Columbia, has accepted - the 
honorary presidency of 'the .Na- 
tional Federation of Canadian Uni- 
versity Students, according to an 
announcement made here by Don- 
ald G. Seldon. NFCUS secretary 
treasurar. 

Dr. MacKenIze Is well known In 
university circles from coast to 
coast, not only for his leadership 
at UBC, but also as a former pro 
fessor of law at the University of 
Toronto and as president of the 
University of New Brunswick from 
1940-44. 

A Nova Scotlan by birth. Dr. 
MacKenzle was born In 1894 and 
educated at Plctou Academy and at 
Dalhousic University, where he -ob- 
tained his bachelor of arts In 1021. 
He Interrupted his education to 
serve with the Canadian Infantry 
from 1914-10 and was awarded the 
Military Medal and Bar. 

After receiving his master of 
laws from. Harvard University he 
did more post-graduate work at 
Cambridge, then became legal ad- 
visor to the International Labor 
Office in Geneva from 1029-37. He 
was appointed associate professor 
of law' at Toronto in .1927 and n- 
malned until 1040. He eventually 
became professor' of Public -and 
Private International Law. 

In .1940, he became president, of 
UNB and went to UBC. as 'presi- 
dent in 1944.

band. The game was a rougii, 
charging one In keeping with the

CCF Ousts 
SC Party at 
U of Alberta 



• Edmonton, February 9., 1947 — 
(CUP)-^Voting for the Members of 

the Model Parliament at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta here proved an 
upset when the Social Credit Party 
failed to lead the poll. The final 
party standing (which Is calculated 
on a Proportional Representation 
Basis) gave the CCF 13 ceats, the 
Social Crcditers 10, Liberals 9, Con 
servatlves 8, and L.P.P. 2 seats. 

On this basis, the "Governor- 
General (the Provost of the Uni- 
versity) has asked CCF Leader 
Harold Bronson to' form a govern- 
ment at the next Model Parliament 
Although the CCF does not com- 
mand a majority of the House 
air force veteran Bronson hat 
stated that the CCF will sUnd or 
fall by Its proposed soolalist* legis- 
lation, and "will not enter into any 
coalition with the other parties, all 
of which are diametrically opposed 
to the CCF." 

The. failure of the Social Credil 
Party .to emerge victorious has 
caused Intense interest among local 
"newEpaj)ers. By some it has been 
Interpreted as Indicative that the 
Social Credit Party is losing its con- 
trol of the Province of Alberta 
where it has been the government 
for the last 12 years.

Dr. H.M.Tory 
McGiU Grad, 
Dies Suddenly 

Ottawa, Feb. 9. — (C.U.P.) — Dr. 
Henry M. Tory, a McGill graduate, 
founder and President of Carlelon 
College, died at the age of 83 In Ot- 
tawa last Thursday. His passing 
came as a great shock to citizens 
all over Canada, who had come to 
know him as Principal of' the Col- 
lege which he founded, and as the 
man who organized the develop- 
ment of the National Research 
Council In Ottawa. 

When Dr. Tory died he left be- 
hind, him a cbllege worthy of Can- 
ada's Capital, and in his educational 
methods' he set an example for 
others to follow. In the field of 
Science, Dr.' Tory was instrumental 
in bringing Science out of the la- 
boratory and Into the wider sphere 
of the factory and the field. 

Dr. Tory's career in education 
was distinguished; he graduated 
from McGill ■ in .mathematics and 
physics as a° gold medalist, and 
later became lecturer and asso- 
ciate professor of. physics at the 
same university. Dr. Tory gained 
his D.Sc. in 1903 and was granted 
LL.D.'s by nine Canadian Univer- 
sities. In 1023 Acadia University 
conferred on him the^ degree of 
D.CX. in consideration of his in- 
numerable ptiblle services. 

AmongLhis many other activities, 
Dr. Tory was President of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta from 1908 to

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Public Relations 

. (r/jts is the third in a series of editorials 
dealing^ with the Christmas conference of the 
National Federation of Canadian University 
Students.' The McGill committee of the Federa- 
tion is in the process of organizing a public re- 
lations directorate on this campus. This edi-. 
torial is intended to present some point of view, 
on the whole, problem of public relations as it 
effects the NFCUS.) 

Delegates to the conférence tvere fully cog- 
nizant and appreciative of the necessity for the 
establishmént of tome form of broad public re- 
lations activity in the future work of the 
NFCUS, Accordingly, the recommendations 
which were formulated by the public relations 
committee received due consideration at the 
final plenary sitting of the four-day conference. 

Among the motions passed by the confer- 
ence were those providing for tho setting up of 
-, public relations directorates on each campus. 

These committees would be assigned the res- 
. ponsibility of seeing that reports of student 
activity would reach all Canadian campit&ee is 
well as the general public, through thé avaiN 
able publicity organs' — the Canadian. Uni- 
versity Press, National and regional radio broad- 
cast's, the National Film Board, and the general 
press. 

AVhat principles lie behind the desire for some 
form of . public relations? { It might ser\'é well 
to iterate some factors which, if not already 
taken into consideraton; might well be thought 
about by the individual NFCUS committee. 

Primarily the basic function of public rela- 
tions is to bring ^somc individual, fact attitude, 
or organization into the public eye; to^make 
péoplc aware of and to foctis ^thèir àttëntion 
. tipon, the existence and the aceomi^lishmènts of 

For an organization is only a living, dynamic 
some particular organisation, 
entity when it is recoghixed as such by the. in- 
dividuals about it; it can only exist as an or- 
ganization. 

University* student population in . Canada 
reaches over the 65,000 mark. This is a sizable 
portion of the total population of thé jcotlhtry.^ 
And as such,,, there should be aome'tcital ex- 
•prèssion of thfe opinion and thi.activiUes of this 
. ^oup of Canadian citzenry. ' 

While NFCUS is recognized as the organiza- 
tion which attempts to integrate the voice and 
the activities of Canadian students; while it is 
Accorded the pofiitioii of being thé only national 
organization représentative Of all university 
students; there has not been, to date, any live 
^ attempt to give voice to the integrated activity 
of this broad -student body. Here is Another 
important aspect of the advantage of the pro- 
posftd public relations committees. 

Last. It must be pointed out that .these 
public relations can only, exist if NFCUS prove 
itself to be the dynamic vital organisatiôn which 
it can be. The Cfiiiàdian publio cannot be in- 
terested in ^ généralisations, possibilities, pro- 
positions; they do not care to read about what 
mny be, or what my not be. The publicity 
nrftftns. in catcrinR to their public mu!«t deal with 
fnrt.s. fieniTfi and accnmplishmpnln.' News vnhifi 
niui infrrr.«( lio« in what is, happening not in 
whnt mifrlit linpnrn. 

Tt' is up tn NFCUS, therefore, io take the 
, initiative upon all the problems which concern 
students — only then willjt mâke what in liews- 
pkper- parlance is calléd: "good copy".— A.T.

On luring

. The attendance at the concert given by Portia 
\yhite, Canadian Negro contralto, at' His Majesty's on 
Friday gives.; one food for: reflection .upon the im- 
portance of advertliing and 'name' appeal relatlve to 
luring an audience into a concert hail. Everyone is, 
of course, aware of this, but in addition, 1 believe 
that this particular concert may serve is an object 
lesson to the future Impresario on the sparaity in 
Montreal of English speaking fanciers of vocal music. 

The Canadian West^Indlan Progressive Student 
Centre, sponsors of thê'evénti are to be highly con- 
gratulated upon their hollow and unremunerative 
attainment of an artistic triumph. In addition, I should 
like to express the hope that a similar venture In the 
future will not meet with a similar fate. 

It is possible that' an excessive 'spoiling' of a 
singer by his or her public Is not conducive to good 
art. The artist, assured of a large, worshipping, and 
uncritical audience may tend to relax his standards, 
expand his personality, and exert himself only when, 
as, and If the spirit moves him; a quality characteristic, 
I think, of certain great pianists at present before the 
American public. However, it does draw heavily upon 
one's store of compassion to observe an artist at the 
summit of a long upward journey in her profession, 
having surmounted racial barriers and poor circum- 
stances, who returns to what is presumambly her 
hdmeland, and is greetéd by a hall less than one 
quarter full. , " ij^^, 

If Miss White experienced any disappointmeiit on 
this occasion, as surely she must have, it was detect- 
able neither In her bearing nor in her performance. 
She exhibited an energetic, even exuberant personal- 
ity, dignified manner, and irtteillgence and sincerity 
in her approach to the problem of Intéipretation. The 
rounds of applause (and everyone there was applaud- 
ing most enthusiastically) were receive!! with s de- 
light and were rewarded with encores in a manner 
befitting a much larger audience. 

I have no Intention of skying that Miss White Is 
a. perfect vocal artist. Such a being does not exist 
The flaws that ) picked out are a minute but irritat- 
ing tendency to fUt when. atUcklng notes in the 
upper register, and a certain unevennesi of line when 
caught breathless at the end of a long phrase. These 
faults are Insignificant, however, when compared 
with the magnificent quality of her voice, Its power 
and range, together wfth her amazing vérsatility. 

The concert openéd In a elatèicia vein with songs 
by Beethoven, Randcl, and Mozart Si Tral Cappl, 
translated Yéa, Mid Chains, showed lack of famlUarity 
with Handèllan phrasing, but in the seldoih heard aria 
Non Plu di Fiorl, from Mozart's Clemenia dl Tito, 
Miss While was astonishing in. her fulfillment of the 
demands mAde for'power, lyrical quality and range. 

A group of ScAtibert lleder was done with taste 
and restraint, followed by more exhibitions of virtu- 
osity tn (he arias Pleurez. Mes Yeu, from UCId, and 
O Don Fatale, from Don Carlos. 

The vocal fireworks being concluded. Miss White 
got down to the business of exhibiting Htr accom- 
plishments ^In one of the criteria 'of vocal ■rllstry; 
the interpretation of slihple art soiigs and folk mel- 
'odios. Thla ahe did In a group of French songs,' In 
which ahe aemèd very much at home, and some negro 
spirituals, and French Canadian folk melodlis. These 
two latter formed the most succestful part of hér 
program. Theré wàs the familiar A la Claire Fontaine, 
and a very amusing, little ditty called U Coucou, 
both very wéll Interpreted. Among the spirituals wère 
Déep River, Swing Low. Sweet Chariot Oh. Mary,

Up to nowv'^wë*fiîve''alway« plc- 
■ tured a strike' leader kneeling be- 
hind his long black beard, In rapt 
contemplation before a statue of 
' saint' Joe. We were quite disap- 
' pointed when we found no uran- 
ium upon conscientiously frisking 
' Mr. MiUard, when we met him re- 
- eently. 

Instead ol finding anti*what* 
have>you literature on his person, 
we Iound^hiin^quIte:,eager to talk 
about°^uhiversity'8tudént8. A good 
number of them will eventually 
find themselves in management 
positions, admits Mr. Millard, and 
the. leader ol last summer's 100-day 
national steel strike argues that a 
working knowledge of the labor 
movement and of Us real aims is 
essential to these students. Asked 
/if he would advocate a specific 
university course In familiarization 
with trade unions, the former On- 
tario M.P. replied: "I don't know 
how anyone could graduate - in 
political economy without it" At 
this point, the national director of 
the Steelworkcrs' Union praised 
Leland Stowe's "While Time Be- 
matnsVa. book which he himself 
found very Illuminating, and which 
he feels would be of particular In- 
terest to students. 

Students Interested in labor his- 
tory will remember the 1945 World 
Thide Union Conference held In 
London. Labor leader Millard, a 
CCFer since 1933, was a delegate 
there, and pointed out to us that 
the conference was "connected with 
the position of labor, as such on the 
International plane". The purpose 
bf the meeting was an attempt at 
preventing the exploitation of one 
group of 'workers by another in a 
. different coUt\lry. Using as . an il- 
lustration the distressingly low 
\^ages earned by Chinese workers, 
4ie CCL member explained that 
lie only solution to the .problem is 
p he setting-up of Imports and Ex- 
ports Boards for International ex- 
changes of. surpluses.- The inevit- 
able consequence of such an initia- 
tive would be a world-wide im- 
provement of working-class stand- 
I ards of living, Mr. MlUard said. 
Switching from international la- 
«or to labor In Britain, Mr. Millard 
lumped to the defence of the Brit- 
ish Labor Government,- pointing 
out, that from the previous gov- 
ernment, the present administra- 
' tion has inherited post-war pro- 



. FOUUOT 
blems which compare favorably in 
size with thoso met^with In any 
other country. The British sodalut 
government has- performed, accord 
Ing to Mr. Millard, amazing feats, 
and "deserves the greatest credit 
for Its determination to give India 
its freedom." 

While we arc apt to copy thé 
British political system in Canada, 
Mr. MiUard added, 'industrially we 
have developed along American 
lines. Here as across the border, 
the former C.C.F. M.P. feels that 
"the amount of publicity given the 
Communists' partaking in strikes 
completely outweighs their numerl' 
cal importance." The strike leader 
conceded that in this respect, the 
C.C.F.' party has not done all It 
should have, but in his eyes the dif- 
ference lies In the fact that "the 
C.C.F. Is emphatically against 
muscling into unions, and 'seeking 
control of the majority through a 
small well-organized minority. Per 
sonaiiy." contended Mr. Millard, "I 
wouldn't stand for any C.CJ*. Inter- 
ference in union affairs." 

Mr. Millard ended by stating that 
he sees a good sign in the increas- 
ing editorial space devoted by On- 
tario newspapers to criticism of 
himself and Mr. Coldwell, when 
ever labor problems make the 
headlines.
